30 of this year the committee has, 
spent $848,445. ' Apart from. obtain—. 
ing subsidies. from the Central -Re- 
lief Committee .at Chungking the lo- 
cal committee has beén able to col- 
lect most of its cash contributions in 
Shanghai. a 


When the committee was first es- 
tablished. there were 73 refuge camps 
but now the number has been reduc- 
ed. to 50 many houses occupied by re- 
fugees having been returned to their 
landlords, The biggest refugee camp 
now under the committee is the one 
built by the committee itself, 
obtaining permission from the Shang- 
hai Municipal Council. It is in Tun- 
sin Road where 7,690 refugees are 
cared for.
